Buoyancy of Fresh and Salt Water 

A Chinese lad dropped his bail in a 
narrow hole and «ould not get it out.

For instance, a ship with a 
cargo on the sea will sink sometimes a 
foot on entering a fresh water port. 
On the other hand, if she leaves a 
fresh water port with her cargo she 
will rise when entering the ocean. So 
a ship may be loadec apparently too 
much at a wiiarf and still be all right 
on the waves, 

In building 9 dam the fact of salt 
water's being heavier than fresh must 
be taken intu consideration. and the 
dam for the same read must be a good 
deal stronger; this, too, without taking 
into counsid‘ration the beating of 
waves, etc.—St. Louis Republic.

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The Grand Theatre 


At last our theatre is completed and 
opened in style, and if any person wishes 
to spend a pleasant evening, let him go to 
The Grand. It is evident that Mr. Tyler 
in coming here came to put up nothing | 
common, but to cater to a class of people | 
used to good things in the theatre line. 
We have now an up-to-date building 
which would do credit to any towm, 
measuring 120x33 feet. The inside is 
carefully arranged and finished. 

The stage provides for the accoffimeda- 
tion of large troupes, and immediately at 
the back are two dressing rooms and a 
baggage room, an improvement upon 
many provincial theatres. The house is 
spacious with enough height to admit of a 
gallery when the increase of population 
and attendance may demand. The seating | 
accommodation is 500. The chairs are 
large and comfortable of the 
folding style and oak finish. The floor is 
of hard maple and laid with the idea of a 
first-class provision for dancing. ‘The 
walls have a thorough finish. There are 
two large doors for extt at the sides of the 
house, also two from the stage as well as 
two entrance doors. Electric lights illu- 
minate the hall, in the arrangement of 
clusters and separate bulbs, there being 
forty of the latter, and a 2,000 candle 
power light overhanging the main entrance. 

The theatre was formally opened on 
July 30th, the day ot the Agricultural 
Fair. Moving Pictures were displayed in 
the early evening, after which came a 
jolly dance, accompanied by the Empress 
six piece orchestra. The movie machine 
rons smoothly, giving very 
steady photo play and the standard of ex- 
hibit is worthy of good patronage

An interesting skirmish was 
this week reported among the 
preliminaries of the war. The 
Germans were making an ad- 
vance to Petit Croix, a post on 
the Lorraine boundary and 
were sighted by a French aero- 
plane. Information was quick- 
ly given to the French officers 
and # body of men were des- 
patched and ordered to lie back 
from the border ina V shape, 
while the men already at the 
post at Petit Croix were to 
wait for the attack and then 
retreat into the angle. As 
sure as this was done the Ger- 
mans followed them inward 
and when the situation was 
well opportune the Frenchfrom 
each side of the V columns 
poured in their shot upon the 
intruders. Once the Germans 
retreated and returned but 
only to retreat again and to 
tind that they had lost one 
fourth of their men, killed, 
wounded and taken prisoners.

Berlin, Aug. 5.—Shortly after 
the imperial chancellor's speech 
in the Reichstag tnis afternoon 
Sir Wm. Goshen, British am- 
bassador,appeared in the Reich- 
stag, with communication for 
foreign minister Von Jagow, 
from his government, In this 
communication, Germany Was 
to make immediate answer to 
thequestion,Whethershe would 
yiveassurance that no violation 
of Belgian neutrality would 
take place. Foreign minister 
Von Jagow rephed at once that 
a guaranteed neutrality of Bel- 
gium was not possible. He then 
set forth the grounds which he 
said forced Germany to enter 
upon Belgian soil in order to 
protect herself against any in- 
vasion by the French army.

The number of men that may 
be called into the European 
struggle is appalling, Singu- 
larly, Servia, where the trouble 
commenced, is little mentioned 
but her cause is taken up by a 
group of nations whose num- 
ber of militants outweigh those 
of Austria and her co-parties 
of the Triple Alliance. 

Of the Triple Alliance, the 
men who could be called into 
battle amount to nearly 14,000- 


8,400,000. The peace strength

force of men of military age 
could be called up numbering 
5,200,000. Of this number 
Austria has a war strength in

The Cause of the War 


Lhe European war has come 
upon us suddenly. 

The real cause has, like a 
smouldering ember, been lin- 

ering through a long period, 

ut the acute aggravation dates 
back only to June 28, 

This was the event of the 
assassination of Archduke 
Fiancis Ferdinand, nephew of 
Emperor Francis Joseph, and 
heir to the Austro-Hungarian 
crown. The Archduke and his 
Consort, Countess Sophie, were 
driving in Bosnia, an annexa- 
tion of Bosnia, when they were 
attacked by Servian subjects. 
‘The territory of Bosnia was 
taken by Austria from the 
Servians in 1908, and the latter 
have always since held Arch- 
duke Ferdinand as being the 
initiative of the aggrandise- 
ment. Following the death of 
the Archduke Austria sent a 
letter to Servia saying that the 
assassins must. be punished, 
notifying the country also that 
they must not trespass the 
Austrian boundary so freely. 
This brought a reply which 
Austria regarded as_ unsatis- 
factory and offensive, and the 
dual monarchy at once declired 
war, :

Rotation and Legumes Not 
Sufficient | 
In any scheme to maintain or build! 
up soil fertility, crop rotation, includ- 
ing the growing of ‘legumes, is vital 
but not sufficient. Clovers jut the 
soil in better physical condition, 80 
that the plant fuod in it becomes 
quickly avuilable to the next crop. 
There is 4 danger then that we may 
mistake a more productive soil for a 
more fertile soil and be inclined to 
give too much crodit to the growing 
of the clover and not enough to ghe 
feeding of it to farm animels. (.) 
matter what crops are grown, if they 
are all sold away fiom the farm, the 
soil will become exhausted. Live 
stock must be kept. Nature has pro- 
vided a balan.e between animal and 
plant life, and man cannot: long dis- 
obey nature’s decrees. : 
When every particle of manure is 
saved and applied to the land, there 
is money in live stock; in dairy pro- 
ducts, in beef, in the annual ircrease, 
and most of all in the next year’s 
crop. According to figures of the 
United States depattment of agricul- 
ture the yield pe: acre of corn in 
|Kansas dropped from 44.4 bushels in 
the decade 1870-9¥-to 21.3 in the de- 
cade 1890-99. Kansas has also grown 
large quantities of alfalfa, but the 
corn and alfalfa have both been scld 
away from the farms and decreased 
yields have resulted. In Illinois, which 
is a stock-raising and stock-keeping 
state, the yields have actually in- 
creased. It is a significant fact that 
the stock states show the smallest 
losses in crop yie'ds. This is true of 
a state and the same principle applies 
to the individual] farmer. 


PEARLS AND PEARLS 


Remarkable Report Made by Paris 
Experts on Fakes : 

It may be remembered thet some 
time ago a well known pearl merchant 
offered to sell a pearl for: $40,000 
which originally he had bought for a 
little over $15,000. In _ the interval it 
had been “renovated” by a Hindu 
named Warma by a secret process. 
Both Warma aud the dealer protested 
that the pearl was absolutely genuine 
and worth the money asked, end that 
the coating of coliodin was only meant 
to protect the skin while it was in its 
early tenderne:s. The: Jewellers’ Syn- 
dicate, howevex, lodged a complaint, 
and three expe7ts were appointed who 
handed in # report to the effect that 
the pearl certainly was falsified and 
that the treatment was a mere bath 
of collodior. wherein had been placed 
a few drops of a coloring matter call- 
ed “tropeoline.” As conclusive proof 
they had stripped the pearl and re- 
duced it to the original dull whiteness 
which it had when it was worth $15,- 
000, and by repeating the Warma pro- 
cess they again obtained a magnificent 
lustre, making it apparently worth 
$40,000. The tribunal will now de 
cide what course to take, but the re- 
sult at which the experts arrived is

INVENTS RECORDING 'PHONE 


Young Aberdeen, S.D., Farmer Makes 
Device That Will Answer Calls 
and Record Messages 
Carl J. Gustafson, a young farmer 
residing ten miles southwest of Aber- 
deen, S.D., has patented an answering 
and recording telephone. The instru- 
ment will be of considerable use to 
‘doctors in their offices where they 
are called out many times during the 
day and forced to leave the office va- 

cant. 

It is a’ combination of a telephone 
and phonograph so arranged that a 
pre-determinei message may be dic- 
tated into the device. This message 
wil; be transmitted over the line to 
any person calling up during the ab- 
sence of the occupant of the office, 
and such person receiving the mes- 
sage may in turn dictate a message 
into the instrument over the line 
which cau be reproduced to the oc- 
cupant of the office upon his return. 

The device may be used in connec- 
tion with any style of telephone, a 
farm line, a central] energy or the auto- 
matic. It has its own batteries and 
does not rely on the electricity supplied 
over the telephone line for its cur- 
rent. It has also another useful fea- 
ture, in the fact that a conversation | 
can be carried on over the wire and 
a record made of that conversation 
on the machine. 


CITY OF ALL GLASS 


German Author Foretells a Happy 
Race Living in Sunshine 

Paul Scheerbart, the well known 
writer, prophesies that the architec- 
ture of the future will be of glass, and 
that the world will be inhabited by a 
happy race living under the good in- 
fluence of sunlight. 

“The hcuses will be of glass,” he 
says, “with all wood eliminated. The 
furniture will be of wrought iron, and 
the framework of the buildings will be 
of iron, rust proof, while the walls 
will be of double glass to insure 
warmth, and of many colors, in order 
to baffle inquisitive persons. 

“The buildings will be heated by 
electricity, and the walls deccrated in 
Tiffany majolica effects. The porch 
of every home will have three sides 
of glass, and there will be glass gar- 
den houses, where one may live in 
the sunshine by day and the starlight 
by night.” 

Herr Scheerbart draws a brilliant 
word picture of a city with stores, 
churches and public buildings of 
glass, all lighted in many colors. 


Investigate Internal Structure of Earth 

An expedition of German scientists 
will shortly proceed to the United 
States and Canada for the purpose of 
employing a remarkable new wireless 
wave apparatus for investigating the 
interna] structure of the earth and de- 
tecting the presence of both water 
jand ore deposits, as described in a 
previvus dispatch.

THE SMALL FARMER 


AGRICULTURAL LABORER’S HOLD: 
INGS AS INSTITUTED BY THE 
DANISH GOVERNMENT 


Remarkable Success Attends the 
Adoption of a Plan to Provide State 
Aid For Farmers In Denmark— 
Giving the Poor Man a Chance. 
Anything reluting to Danish agri 

culture is of worid-wide interest, fer 

the dairies instituted by the Danes 
have for long been models to the 
world. 

Agricultural laborer’s holdings were 
instituted in Denmark some fifteun 
years ago. The act Was of a tenta- 
tive nature only, and, wiseiy, pro 
vision Was made for its revision evory 
five years, so that its next text will 
be revised again within the next few 
months. 

An applicant for a small holding 
must be a Vane between the ages of 
twenty-five and fifty, must not have 
been condemned by the courts for an 
act dishonoring him in public opinion 
and not have been in receipt of re 
lief out of the public rates. He muet 
also have been engaged in agricul- 
tural labor fov at least four yeara 
since the completion of his eigh- 
teenth year, ond be incapable of at- 
taining the position of a landowner 
by means of his own resources, but 
possess the tenth part of the value 
of the holding applied for. ) 

The holdings cannot be less than 
one hectare in area, but as a rule 
may not exceed 6,500 crowns in value 
—the crown is equal to 59 cents— 
and, in exceptional cases 8,000 crowns, 
including the value of the building, 
live stock, and furniture. Finally, 
each individual can only obtain a 
loan for a single holding. 

The total number of holdings creat- 
ed between 1901 and 1911 was 6,777, 
and the treasury loans amounted to 
25,410,148 crowns. The number of 
applications, small at first, increases 
yearly, the applicants being for the 
most part either married or about 
to marry. 

The returns as to the number of 
head of live stock (including poultry) 
owned by the state-aided farmers are 
important, as they enable us tu appre 
ciate the economic situation of suca 
peasant farmerg. 

The available returns refer to the 
live stock owned by 5,374 farmers on 
April 1, 1911. At that date their 
farms supported 6,187 horses, 22,079 
head of horned cattle, 33,626 pigs, 1,- 
156 sheep and 155,250 fowls, These 
figures represent an average per farm 
of 1 horse, 4.1 head of horned cattle, 
6.3 pigs, 0.2 sheep and 29 fowls.

How Nectar Becomes Honey 

The honey stored by bees and the 
nectar produced by flowers are entire- 
ly different substances. Both are 
sweet to tie taste; but whereas nec- 
tar is a thin fluid with a high .per- 
centage of water and generally a flav- 
or suggestive of the flower from 
which it came, honey is much thicker, 
with far less water, and with no odor 
or flavor of any particular blossoms. 

The difference between the raw 
nectar and the finished honey are 
brought about partly within and part- 
ly outside the bodies of the bees. The 
nectar is sucked up by the bee's long 
tongue into a portion of its digestive 
apparutus known as the honey sac. 
The newest theory is that here a por 
tion of the water is removed from it 
and that a slight chemical change alse 
takes place. 

On the bee's return io its home, the 
now denser liquid is discharged from 
the mouth into the cells of the hive, 
and the secretions of certain glands 
in the bee’s head are mixed with it. 
Science has demonsrated that there is 
formic acid in these secretions and 
| this probably serves as an antiseptic 
land prevents decomposition of the 
honey. 

The honey, however, is not yet 
“ripe’—it is still too limpid. To pro- 
mote further evaporation of water and 
bring the honey to the consistency 
which we know, some of the bees mar- 
shal themselves ix long lines near the 
entrance of the hiveand by arapid vk 
bration of their wings force currerts 
of air over the cells or combs where 
the honey is stored’ 

At such times a strong current of 
warm air may be felt coming out of 
the hive by quietly bringing the. hand 
close to the entrance. This process is 
| continued all night to a greater or less 
extent and is the cuuse of the buzzing 
that may be heard inside any healthy 
hive long after dark on a summer 
night. 

When honey is “ripe” it contains 
about twelve per cent. less water than 
the raw nectar and is free from the 
{volatile oils which give nectar its
